Washington, Jan. 19.—Marked by the 


presence of the leading financiers and 
business*'men of the 21 republics of the 
western hemisphere, the second Pan- 
American financial conference opened 
here today for the consideration of in- 
ternational problems arising from the 
return of peace. 


President Wilson from his sick room 
sent a message of greeting to the min 
isters of finance and other prominent 
visitors, declaring that the Pan-Ameri 
can congress sought no selfish purpose 
in assisting world reconstruction and 
would regard it as a privilege to ful 
fill the obligations imposed by the great 
advantages enjoyed by the people of 
these republics. 


Secretary Ionising brought out the 
same idea ifi addressing the delegates 
when he said the Americas accepted the 
burdens thrust upon the world by the 
war and would press forward confi- 
dently to the better days of the future. 
Welcoming the visitors to the build 


ing' of the Pan-American union where 
the general sessions are being held in 
the great hall, of the Americas sym- 
bolizing the peaceful friendship between 
the republics constituting the union. 
'John Barrett, director general, spoke of 
the union's moral influence in preserv 
ing peace and building up commerce. 
Secretary Glass, presiding general of 


the conference occupied the chair at the 
opening session which was followed by 
an informal luncheon given by the fed- 
eral reserve board and the United States 
section of the international high com- 
mission.

That Edgar Allan Poe was born in 
Boston. January 19. 1809* He was 
adopted by /Mr. .Tohn Allan of Rich- 
mond, Virginia, and graduated from 
the University of Virginia in 1826. He 
published a volume of poems in 1829. 
Under the title of "Al Aaraaf. Tamer- 
lane, and Other Poems." In 1833 he 
won two prizes offered b> a Ba'timore 
magazine for the best poem and the 
best storv. This led to a friendship 
with Mr John P. Kennedy, one of the 
prize committee, who assisted him in 
obtaining a market for his- literary pro- 
ductions. He removed to New York in 
1837, 
where he contributed to period! 
cals, edited a magazine and published 
some stories. In 1845 he 'published 
"The Raven " He died October 7,^*849, 
having been discovered in an insensi 
ble condition on the street at Baltimore 
several days previous. Poe possessed a 
loft>- and original poetical genius' and is 
one of the brightest stars of American 
literature.

For Instance, in the state,of 
Wisconsin there are thousands of 
small lakes most of which are sur- 
rounded by more or less wonderful 
rich land which Is either overflowed 
or low-lying m bogs.

TALK GIVEN TO 
BOTTLE EMPLOYES 


K. I. Dlckerson. In an address before 


he men of the American Bottle com- 
pany thin'noon, gave an admirable ar- 
gument for life Insurance. Mr. Dicker- 
son said: 


Thi* I* National Thrift Week, and

"Nowadays every man who really 
wants to do the beat he can by his 
family considers,- life insurance a ne- 
cessity. The opinion* of people'have 
changed greatly In this respect during 
he past 25 years. An editor of a large 
city paper called attention 
to this 
change- of opinion the other day when 
he said, '80 years ago the man who car- 
ried life insurance was looked upon as 
a cross between a well meaning crank 
and a blasphemous daredevil, who pre- 
sumed to cast dice with the inscrutlble 
decrees of Providence; 25 years ago, the 
average life insurance agent was regard- 
ed by his neighbors as a nimble-tongued 
schemer who gained his, livelihood at 
he expense of other people's credulity; 
but nowadays the man who is not in 
surecl somewhere, somehow, for the ben 
eflt of somebody, is very likely to be a 
bad risk of some kind, either mentally, 
morally or physically.'

Be- 
cause our government has found, that 
it takes the average American family 
three years to readjust themselves to 
the conditions which follow the death 
of the husband. That's the reason our 
government will not pay life insurance 
in one lump sum at death. 
The di 
rector general of the Bureau of War 
Risk Insurance says that provisions will 
be made which will permit policies to 
be paid covering a period of three years 
or longer, but never in n. single sum. 
"What would be the minimum amount 
your family'could live on if you were 
aKen from them?. Before the. war, econ- 
omists stated that it would require at 
least |15 per week, and I am sure .they 
could not live on a -smaller amount at 
this .tune. What amount is it necessary 
for you to leave in order that they m?iy 
have $15 per week, or $60 per mont 
$3.000 will provide your family with 
FS8 per month for three years: $3000 
wfl give them $66 per month for four 
years and $4,000 will give them $83 per 
month for five years. Any company 
will be glad to make such an arrange- 
ment for you, act as trustee for tbe 
family funds and pay such amounts as 
I have stated; and except for such part 
of your insurance as you will need to 
pay indebtedness and provide emercen 
cy cash, it should be paid to your fam 
ily as a monthly income. This is no 
longer a debatable question—the State 
et Ohio will do it in no other way: our 
government will not pay its policies 
otherwise, and I would like to mention 
that one Mr. Morgan, who was accredit 
ed with considerable financial wisdom 
made provision In his will for mme'S« 
or M women, and he didn't leave a lum* 
sum of money to a suurle one—he left 
them all an income for life Life Insur 
anee companies are the greatest trust 
not only guarantee that there will be 
for family funds in the world—the) 
no shrinkage hi your investment: thc> 
also guarantee the interest on your 
money, and your family will get a check 


each month Just as surely as Uncle 
Sam's mailman makes his visit to your 
tome. 


All serious thinking people will agree 


hat one of the prime objects in every 
nan's life la to create an estate that will 
be sufficient to take care of his family 
f he die* and take care of himnelf and 
wife in their old age This being true 
and life insurance being the surest 
method of making such provision, then 
it follows that the kind of insurance to 
carry in that form which will give your 
family the most protection for a given 
sum of money saved each year, and pro- 
:ect you in your declining years. For 
:hat reason I am an advocate of insur- 
ance which matures at age of 60 or 65 
'or the full amount Age 65 is recog- 
nized as the old age period, the time 
when a man usually gets a 'not wanted* 
Sign hung on him, and concerns which 
mve old age pensions systems usually 
lave benefits commence at that age. 
'What is the financial condition of 


life people who live to 65 and beyond? The 
ast census reports 3,959,524 people liv- 
ng at 65 and 90 per cent of them 
wholly or in part dependent upon char- 
ty.
